Alberta Duck Bag 
Limits Reduced 

Bag limits on ducks • in Alberta 
are reduced this year as the direct 
result of a diminished wild-fowl 
population, the Canadian Wildlife 
Service announced today. 

The duck population has declin¬ 
ed so much this year as the result 


of the drying up of their breeding 
grounds that some curtailment of 
duck hunting is essential for good 
hunting in the future. 

The new migratory bird regla- 
tions for Alberta reduce the dally 
bag limit from 10 to seven and the 
possession limit from 40 to 21. 

Limits on geese, rails and coots, 
and Wilson’s snipe remain the same. 
Daily bag and possession limits for 
these birds are: geese, five and ten; 
rails and coots, ten and twenty; 
Wilson’s snipe, eight and sixteen. 

The seasons are September 1 - 
November 28 for ducks, geese, rails 
and coots in Northern Alberta, and 
September 19 - Noyember 28 in 
Southern Alberta. The Southern 
Alberta season has been reduced 
more than three weeks from last 
year. Wilson’s snipe seasons are 
Septemebr 1 - October 17 in the 
North and September 19 - October 
17 in the South. 

Special limitations will govern 
the hunting of canvassback and 
redhead, which are expected to be 
seriously affected by the prairie 
drought. The dally bag limit may 
not include more than four can- 
vassbacks and redheads and not 
more than eight may be possessed.
